A eharp cat off at a turn 
will coat a borae from two to twenty lengtha. 
according to ita natare, ao it can eaaily be aean 
how much an accident can beat a horaa which ia 
many ponnda the best of hia field. With the 
banked tnrna, and strict goyernment by the 
jndgaa, mnch of the crowding and rough riding 
which baa been a feature of racing bereabonta 
for yaaiB a ill be ayoided. The jockaya who 
haye bkan to England are a nnit in calling at- 
tantion to tha fact that no crowding ia tolerated 
oyer there, and they seem highly pleaaed with 
it, which would indicate that the ayeraga 
jockey doea not like cneb tactics and would not 
adept them unleea forced to do ao by the work 
of hia riyala. Of course, with their wide, 
straight tracks, it ia much eaeier to ayoid 
erowdiig there than bare, and, while the aatiS' 
factory conditions prevailing in Europe cannot 
be duplicated on this aide, the situation here 
can be matarially improyed.— Bt. Louia Sport- 
ing News.
